A clothing merchant, operating In a 
city of 60,000 Inhabitants, is doing 
a 
business of $50,000 a year on an ad­ 
vertising expenditure of about $1,300 
a year. 
He wants to expand bis business 
and asked me how 1 would go about 
It. 
When be flashed that $1,300 year­ 
ly expenditure on me— which is less 
than three per cent of his gross busi­ 
ness— I advised him to multiply bis 
advertising c*xpendlture by three. 
In the general talk we bad 1 asked 
him about the chances of Increasing 
his business in 
his community— the 
kind of merchandise he sold and the 
earning ability of tbe people in bis 
community. 
I was surprised when be told me 
that he sold more $20 and $25 suits 
than he sold of tbe cbaper grades. 
He said he buys the best m aterial 
he can find— clothing that bears the 
labels of honest manufacturers. 
He 
holds a special sale twice a year to 
clean up the odds and ends of his 
stock—the rest of the time selling bis 
goods at a fair percentage of profit. 
He was as frank a man as I have ever 
talked to. 
1 pointed out to him that he could 
use one full column 
advertisement 
every day except Sunday In all of the 
papers in his town, including a page 
at the beginning of the season and a 
page to introduce his special sales in 
January and Ju ly, at a cost of about 
$3.200 a year. 
He could also use the weekly papers 
In the counties adjacent to his own 
town, with a quarter page space every 
week, at a cost of fi'om $500 to $1.000. 
This would make his total advertising 
appropriation about 
$4.800, or 8 per 
cent, of his present gross business, 
RDd such an advertising policy could 
not fall to increase his business. 
This story is told in the hope that 
It will be a help to merchants In the 
smaller communities who want to do 
more business. 
Any clothing business, during Its 
growing stages, can afford to pay 8 
per cent, of Its gross business for ad­ 
vertising. as an investment, and the 
percentage of cost will grow less as 
the business grows.

IIis value to society is small. 
He can­ 
not render much service. 
From being 
worth $3,217.03 at thirty his value has 
decreased until he is worth only $.V«*4 07 
But — 
The specialist is still quite valuable 
to the world at sixty-five. 
He is worth 
almost as much as he was at forty or 
fifty. 
There is no such sharp decline 
in value as in the case of the laborer 
Mind you— 
When the specialist is here spoken of 
the term does not necessarily include 
men of college education. The specialty 
may be that of an inventor or a breed­ 
er as well as that of a doctor or lawyer 
or preacher.

Iro n clad s Attack Rich mo n d 
Defenses 


The J ames river was closed to Fed 
eral ships at Drewry’s Bluff, fifteen 
miles 
below 
Richmond. 
McClellan's 
favorite plan w as to advance along the 
J anies river, and J ohnston 
believed 
that he would do this. 
In fact, he 
thoug ht that the Federals would cross 
the J am es river to the south bank, as 
they did in 1804. 
lie planned to at­ 
tack them while crossing if not before. 
To m eet an expected attack at I)re\v- 
ry’s Bluff the Confederates mounted 
five big guns on the hills and sunk 
several ships in the river channel to 
obstruct the Federal navy. 
Captain 
J osiah Tatnall and the crew7 of the old 
ram Merrlmac handled the batteries. 
On May 15 the Federal ironclad Moni­ 
tor and the ironclad Galena, supported 
l» y three wooden g unboats, sailed up 
and attacked the Confederate defenses. 
The Galena w as a small corvette 
plated with three inch iron. 
She car­ 
ried six guns. 
The Monitor carried 
two g uns. 
The Galena ran to within 
600 yards of Tatnall’s g uns, the Moni­ 
tor g oing a little nearer. 
The Moni­ 
tor’s fire was too low, and she soon 
dropped out of the fight unharmed. 
The shots of the ironclads dismounted 
tw o o f Tatnall’» g uns and killed sev­ 
eral of his men. But the Confederates 
fire was still more effectual on the 
ironclads. 
The Monitor was struck 
squarely on her turret by an eight 
inch shell and hit tw ice on her side 
armor. 


Slau g h ter o n Bo ard th e Galen a. 


It was a hopeless battle from the 
start for the ironclads. 
Commander 
J ohn Rodgers of the Galena determin 
ed to test his ship and remained under 
fire four hours. 
One ten inch shell 
broke through and shattered the hull. 
The Confederates concentrated their 
fire uDcn the Galena and converted the 


East of him part of the troops. General 
Buell’s army of the Ohio, had crossed 
the lines from Tennessee into northern 
Alabama. On the 29th General Mitcbe i 
occupied Bridgeport after driving the 
Confederates out.

On the 29th also the stars and stripes 
were hoisted over the custom house at 
New Orleans by the detachment of sail 
ors whom Farragut had sent on this 
errand with a con file of his staff offi 
cers.

evacuated New- Orleans. The mayor of 
the city had refused to surrender the 
place. 
There was considerable parley­ 
ing over the civil surrender, nearly all 
the citizens opposing it.

short on May 1 by the arrival of Gen­ 
eral B. F. Butler with a body of Fed 
eral soldiers. 
lie inaug urated a vig- 
ous military rule. 
Butler came in contact with unruly 
elem ents in New7 Orleans soon after 
he took control as military governor. 
The Confederate soldiers had left the 
city, but among the citizens there were 
many 
troublesome ones who seized 
upon very incident which smacked of 
oppression to show their hostility. The 
first United States flag hoisted In New 
Orleans was raised over the United 
States mint. 
This was done as soon 
as Farragut's ships appeared in the 
harbor on April 26. 
It was promptly 
hauled down by a man named Mum- 
ford, a respectable citizen. 
The city 
had not been formally 
surrendered, 
and the citizens believed that the flag 
raising was premature. 
Farragut re 
ported the hauling down of the flag to 
General Butler, who promptly replied. 
“ I will make an example of this fellow 
by hang ing him.” 
Farragut smiled 
and said, “ You will have to catch him 
before you can 
hang him.” 
Butler 
said, “ I know that, but I will catch 
him and then hang him.” 
Mumford 
was caug ht. 
Bu tler’s War o n Wo men , 


Butler’s first act of discipline in the 
captured city was the proclamation of 
martial law7. 
Well disposed persons 
were assu red that they an d their p ro p ­ 
erty wo u ld 
be p reserv ed an d th e law's 


this order, and Butler imprisoned him 
in Fort J ackson until he apologized in 
writing. 
This apology, tog ether with 
an explanation by General Butler of 
the m eaning and intent of the order, 
was published in tiie daily papers of 
May 1*1. 
The explanation read as fob 
lows: “ There can be, there has been no 
misunderstanding of general order No. 
28. 
No lady will take any notice of a 
strang e g entleman in such form as to 
attract attention. Common women do. 
“ Therefore, whatever woman, lady 
or mistress, g entle or simple, who by 
gesture, look or word insults, shows 
contempt for. thus attracting to her­ 
self the notice of my officers and sol­ 
diers, will be deemed to act as be­ 
comes her vocation as a common wo­ 
man and will be liable to be treated ac 
cordingly. 
I shall not as 1 have not 
abated a sing le word of that order. 
It 
was well considered: if obeyed, will 
protect the true and modest woman 
from all possible in-ult. 
The others 
will take care of them selves.” 
The furor created by the publica­ 
tion of order 28 was not confined to 
New Orleans nor the southern states. 
It was rend to the Confederate soldiers 
to incite them to renewed ardor in re­ 
sisting northern enemies. 
The most 
conservative in the north criticised it 
and the radical opponents of the war 
denounced It in uriscathlng terms. 
President Lincoln tolerated the or­ 
der. 
Some weeks later Butler himself 
in a private letter said that unless the 
rampant element was held down there 
would have been riots and It would 
have 
been 
necessary 
to 
clear 
the 
streets with artillery. 
If# could not 
arrest the women, so he issued an or­ 
der 
which 
executed 
itself. 
In 
the 
same spirit shortly afterward Butler 
hanged Mumford for hauling down the 
United States flag. 
Calls for Butler’s 
assassination appeared in southern pa­ 
pers, and President Davis proclaimed 
him an outlaw. 
European statesmen 
were slow to believe that the Federal 
g overnment would sanction order No. 
28. 
It was 
bitterly denounced in the 
British 
parliament. 
Prune Minister 
Lord Russel! declare 
defensible as an act 
bated to incite tl «* >. >!
